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Elizabeth Murdock 
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in Wasatch County by circulating her own 
private library. 

She was an active Church member and 
leader, serving in all auxiliary organizations. 
She was a dramatic and a humorous reader 
and entertained generously. She taught dra- 
matics in the YLMIA, coached their plays 
and toured Wasatch County with her 
young Thespians. 

She was literary teacher in the Relief 
Society and was feature speaker at ward 
and stake activities. She served her com- 
munity with eagerness. One assignment of 
which she was ever proud was in assisting 
with plans for the celebration of Ultah state- 
hood. 

She was the first vice president of the 
Utah State Federation of Women's Clubs. 

In 1918 she moved with her family to 
Salt Lake City from Heber City, where she 
continued her Church services as a literary 
teacher, speaker and entertainer. 

She organized “The Home Study Group,” 
which has grown from its original 10 mem- 
bers to over 100 women who continue to 
study and promote Church doctrines. 

She was a member of the Daughters of 
Utah Pioneers, Camp 11, Salt Lake County. 

She was a devoted mother, with the high- 
est principles of moral and religious obli- 
gations, 

She served her community, stake and 
Church until curtailed by ill health in her 
declining years. 

She died in Salt Lake City, Utah, on 
November 8, 1940, and was buried in Heber 


City Cemetery.
